For the years marked thua (*), when there
wae dissenslon in the Dlsmocratic ravks, the
total opposition vote is included under the head
of Democratic, and the lowest Republican plu-
rality is given. The vote for 1867, marked thus
(f), 1a that cast for Lleutenant-Governor. For
Governor the vole then slood 40,359 Republi-
can, and total oppoeition B51,008 —Governor
Halght's vote being 40,005, and his majority
9546. This was caused by the sirong opposi-
tion of all the leading Republican journals to
the nomination and election of George C. Gor-
bam, now Becretary of the Senate, the nominal
Republican candldate, against whom there was
manifested an unconquerable prejudlce o
the ranks of his party. In 1888 it will be
obeerved that the Republicans carried the State
for Presideut by the bare majority of 514 votes,
while the aggregato vote for members of Con-
gress the same year showed a Democratle majo-
rity of 675. In 1860 the only election held was
that for Judges, which pever takes place at the
time for holding the ordinary political elections,
aud the vote polled was so small—aggregating
ouly 67.028—that it is of no signlficance. The
Bepublicans staid at home on the occasion, and
the Democrats elected all their candidates, one
of those for the Supreme Court having a majo-
rity of 5650, and the other 10,292, The Legisla-

The people outside the bullding are in a state
of extrordinary excitement.

From the ontrancea
and windows of all the barracks the soldlers
salute the people.

1bo Flag Lowered on the Tulloriea.

Denth to Thiers.

Placards have been posted in various places

containing the words, “*Death to Thiers!"
Trechn Demnunded by the People,

Panrs, Sept, 55 A. M,—Manifestations were
kept up during the entire night, crowds de-
manding Dechesnce. General Trochu was
shouted for, and on appearing he spoke to the
crowd, eaying he had taken an oath and as am
bonest man he could not break it. The Cham-
bers must answer them. At midnight erowds
ascembled before the Corps Legislatif bullding
and shouted that the Emperor haviog fallen into
the hands of the enemy, il was now time for the
people to rise and chase out the invader.

A Determinntion ““Werthy of France.”

The Corps, however, adjourned till to-day,
assurances baving been glven that the day
shoul!d not pass without some determination
worthy of France, Later in the evening a large
crowd assembled on the Doulevard DBonue
Nouelle parading and shouting *‘Decheance”
and “Vive France."”

The Peolice Fire on the Mob.

They were charged by the police, who used
firearms, and it is reported that some of the
citizens were mortally wounded. At this early
hour in the morning great crowds are in the
streets, and the journals are sought with ex-
treme avidity.

Parts, Sept. 56, —Early this afternoon the
crowd met a squad of police and shouted ** Vive
io KRepwblique ™ Those of the police who did
not respond were immedistely disarmed by the
people and thelr swords broken, sud they were
then allowed to go unarmed and unharmed. The
Boulevards at this hour are almost impagsable
on sccount of the crowds of people. The Na-
tional Guard has succeeded In preserving order
80 far.

The Ex-Empereor.

Buvasers, Sept. 6 —~Noon.—It is positively
asserted that the Emperor Napoleon hus arcived
at Bouillon, escorted by detachments of Prus-
slans and French, Liege has been selectod as
his place of detention. Beveral of Kugenio's
ladies of honor have arrived at Brusaels.
